The portrait is achie- 
ved through unconsecutive episodes in the lives of twenty odd villagers, unrelated in 
time and in matter, and seen through the eyes of John Fellows who spent his youth there. 
Much that is thwarted, perverse, incomplete in human relationships and failures is un- 
‘derlying - Philip Carson, the wealthiest man, who could not win the love of a cold Eng- 
lishman's daughter; Maxwell, the archaeologist, whose house is burned to the ground and 
who lives on there in increasing squalor; Elizabeth Bowen, who loved excitement and

This biography of two soldiers of France is, in effect, a history of the 
French Army for a hundred years, as well as portraiture of marked differences and strik- 
ing contrasts, There are strong touches of irony and emphasis in Bazaine’s life and 
army career, his strength, and innocence in face of public blame following the surren- 
der at Metz in 1870 ~ and Petain’s, whose weakness and mediocrity aontrast baldly with 
his predecessor. "The first Marshal was made a scapegoat by his defeated country, and 
when the second Marshal came to power, the scapegoat was France". The elaborate sketch- 
ing of background material, the bird's eye views of each successive era in French his- 
tory previde a three-dimensional setting for each man. Bazaine's is a more thorough 
characterization, for Petain's seems more often guesswork and speculation through lack 
of early factual material. However there is justice and judgement in this study of 
"the psychology of defeat" and Guedalla's lively style and personal approach to his sub-
